WASHINGTON, October 24.—Acting 


Attorney-General John K. Richards has 
rendered an opinion in relation to the 
status of the Chinese in the Hawaiian 
Islands, and with particular reference 
to their entrance into and exit from 
the islands.

IS A PANIC

NEW YORK, October 28—A World 


cable from Paris says: A panic among 
the heads of the army and among the 
anti-Dreyfueites in general baa been 
caused by Prosecutor-General 
Ma- 


nans' demand before the Court of Cas- 
sation to-day that Dreyfus be liberated 
and tile actual culprits be punished. 
He eoajtod Oils demand with another, 
practically calling on Esterhazy to turn 
state's evidence, assuring him of pro- 
tection by declaring 1m court that noth- 
ing can be done to him now for forging 
the bordereau, since the court-martial 
lias acquitted him of that charge. 


Paris is in suspense, waiting to see 


whether or not the Court will accede to 
M. Manaus' demand for the prosecution 
of the really guilty persons. If the 
Court grants it the Government will 
have no option under the Constitution 
but<4o assent. It is expected in legal 
-circles hfet the Court will annul the 1894 
trial and order a supplementary in- 
quiry. This would imply an order of 
toe Court to produce all the documents, 
including the secret dossier (package) 
which the War Ministry is holding 
back, and a new trial by court-martial. 
Should the Court decide to quash the 
conviction of Dreyfus as unwarranted 
by the evidence, it would involve the 
immediate liberation of the prisoner, 
leaving it optional with the general 
staff to institute a new trial. 


LETTERS FROM DREYFUS 


PARIS, October 28.—To-day's pro- 


ceedings at the Court of Cassation were 
devoid of sensation. The only emotion 
caused ensued during the reading of 
pathetic letters from Dreyfus. A sig- 
nificant point was the revelation of the 
fact that General de Boisdeflre gave or- 
ders, after the Dreyfus case was sup- 
posedly closed, for the dossier, con- 
taining the bordereaux, to be burned,' 
and expressed surprise to find that his 
orders had not been executed. 


Thus far the War Office has not been 


represented and there is little hope of 
securing the dossier. M. Dupuy was 
Premier during the Dreyfus trial and 
bis appointment delights the anti-Drey- 
foskes. It is asserted that the father- 
tn-law of Dreyfus has received a letter 
from the prisoner in his own handwrit- 
ing. Formerly only copies of his letters 
•were transmitted and the new depart- 
ure is regarded as a favorable sign.

vent a successful revolution

Grand Receptions Every- 


where for Kitchener. 


Crowds Too Great for Police to 


Handle—Popular Greeting—Auto- 


graph Letter From Queen. 


LONDON, 
October 
27. — General 


Kitchener, arrived here this afternoon 
and was greeted by the commander- 
n-chief of the British forces, General 
Lord Wolseley, and other high military 
officers. 
Ine Grenadiers formed a 


guard of honor at the railroad station 
and General Kitchener received an ova- 
Ion from the enormous throngs of peo- 
ple assembled to welcome him back 
:rom Egypt. The scene of enthusiasm 
was almost unprecedented. 


The crowds at the Victoria station 


of the London, Chatham and Dover 
Railroad were so dense that the police 
were unable to cope with them. The 
jarners and the police cordon were 
carried away together and the multi- 
tude surged into the reserved portion 
of the station. 


As the Sirdar issued from the royal 


waiting-room, expecting to step into 
his carriage, "he found himself confront- 
ed with an impenetrable'mass, cheer- 


ing, 
gesticulating and shouting "Bravo, 


Herbert, God bless you, my boy,' 
Cheers for the avenger of Gordon," 
amd kindred cries 
His face beamed 


with pleasure at the popular greeting. 
wh<en he attempted to make bis way 
through the crowd his bat was "dashed 
in" and the police had to save him 
forcibly from the crowds of the enthu- 
siastic guards, who endeavored to carry 
him on their shoulders through the 
throng. 


All attempts to clear a passage were 


futile The Sirdar was forced to retire 
and was finally smuggled out of the 
station through a distant corner of the 
building.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 29.—An ex- 


pected tout Important change was made 
yesterday to the directorate of the Ha- 
waiian Commercial and Sugar Com- 
pany. At a meeting held during the 
morning in 'the -company's offices th« 
members of the temporary 13081x1, Ed- 
ward Pollltz ('president), E. M. Walsh, 
Albert Meyer, R. G. Brown and Ohanes 
Sutro, Jr., organized three weeks ago, 
after the 
ousting of the Sprockets, 


handed in their resignations, and a 
permanent 'board <was elected, aa fol- 
lows: 
Henry P. Baldwin, president, 


Albert Meyer, James B. Castle, Wallace 
Alexander, E. M. Walsh. The resigna- 
tion of Joseph H. Sandford aa secre- 
tary was accepted and George Ralph 
was elected in ihte gtead. 


Of the new directors Messrs. Bald- 


win and Castle will continue to reside 
in Honolulu to exercise personal super- 
vision of the plantation. The oJier 
members of the 'board will reside in 
San Francisco. W. J. Lowrie, who is 
also a stockholder, will he the manager 
of Che plantation. - 
William R. Castle, of Honolulu, a 


brother of Director James B. Castle, in 
an interview yesterday, gave & history 
of tie deal whereby the Spreckels di- 
rectorate waa overthrown and the con- 
trol of the stock came into the hands 
of the island planters. He also gave 
an outline of the plans of the company. 


"The majority interest of all the 


stock," he said, "is now held in the 
Islands by the Castles, Henry Baldwin, 
S. T. Alexander and W. J. 
Lowrie. 


Castle & Cooke have nothing to do 
with it whatever. That is an entirely 
distinct affair. 


"The stock of the company, as may 


be observed, has been steadily advanc- 
ing, until now it is over $46; and It is 
partly through fear that there may he 
some misunderstanding about it chat 
I desire to make a statement. The Idea 
of the present directorate is to put that 
property on a sound and substantial 
basis for the benefit df the stockhold- 
ers Whatever the effect may 'be upon 
the stock market is entirely incidental. 
Tihe property is (going to be managed 
now, 
Just as all Hawaiian plantations 


are, for the benefit of htflders of stock 
in order that they may receive divi- 
dends. 
"While it is true that the Spreekels 


have done exceedingly well by the con- 
cern, and iave brought k up from a 
very tow to a substantial value in jhe 
markets of the world, at the same time 
there is much left to toe done. They 
had very comprehensive plans, we 
find, lor the future developments of the 
plantation, and their plans were Intel- 
ligent and directed to the real im- 
provement of the property. They un- 
doubtedly would have brought it op to 
a high standard of value. For instance, 
they increased the output of the p'an- 
tataon from about 7,000 tons, whep fl»ey 
got it, to about 15,000 tons for the pres- 
ent year; and next year's crop, planted 
by them, will not be far from 17,000 to 
18,000 tons. W. J. Lowrie, who is a 
stockholder and la recognized as hav- 
ing no peer now in the Islands in plan- 
tation management, intends to plant 
the coming year from 2,000 to 3,uOO 
acres of new land, and the crcp from 
that, with what is already growing, 
will probably be not far from 30,000 
tons in 1901. 


"It is the plan of the company to 


bring the yield up to 40,000 tons, and, 
on that basis, there is no doubt that, if 
sugar strikes to a very low figure, It 
will still be a dividend-paying concern, 
because tlhe improvements and meth- 
od of management will be such as to 
bring the cost of production down to 
a very low figure. The Spreckete them- 
selvea brought the expenses of the 
plantation down fully a third 


"The improvements that are going to 


be put into the plantation will be paid 
for out of the crops 
There are also 


some bonds to pay up, and the plan at 
the Islands is to pay as you go, If pos- 
sible. The consequence. In the case of 
Hawaiian Commercial, will be that next 
year dividends will probably be very 
low—a dollar or two a share, probably 
not even that"

10 ASSUME $40,000,000 DEBT 


Policy of Administration Made Pub- 


lic at Last-Spanish Willing to 


Accept Cash. 


WASHINGTON, October 28,—JfTesl- 


<dent McKinley has decided to keep all 
the Philippine Islands. The United 
States will assume $40,000,000 of the 
Philippine debt in consideration of a 
quit claim, by Spain. The American 
Peace Commissioners will be instruct- 
ed to Jay the President's decision be- 
fore the Spanish Commissioners at 
Paris Monday. 


Thifl statement of the Administration 


programme is made on the highest 
authority. It was given out after to- 
day's Cabinet meeting, at which the 
Philippine quesion was fully discuss- 
•ed. • The President's-deeision had been 
fore-shadowed, but he had refrained 
carefully from committing himself. 
Anxious to execute titd will of the 
people he teas been studying the senti- 
ment of the country for months. When 
he went W««t he found himself swept 
along by the full current of expansion 
sentiment. If the President had gone 
to Denver, instead of stopping at 
Omaha, he might have found expan: 
sionlstu demanding the Canaries. 


The President has been informed that 


the Spanish Commissioners would de- 
mand a caah indemnity if the United 
States decided to hold all the Philip- 
ptoea The Spanish contention is that 
bis country is not entitled to keep any- 
thing but Manila. The Spaniards ad- 
mit they are helpless to prevent Uncle 
Sam from taking what he chooses, but 
they maintain he should pay good 
American gold for anything he keeps 
outside of Manila. 


In abandoning claims in connection 


with the so-called Cuban debt the 
Spanish Commissioners threw them- 
selves on the mercy of the Americans. 
The President has beeninoved to pity 
by their plea. He does not wish to have 
the TJinited States appear before the 
-world as the robber of a prostrate and 
helpless foe, but fully realized it wonld 
probably be 'hopeless to ask Congress 
for an appropriation' to pay Spain for 
a .quit claim. The President has de- 
cided that the United States can afford 
to be generous with Spain in the set- 
tlement of the fate of the Philippines. 


Instead of asking Congress for an 


appropriation to give the Spanish the 
cash for which they are crying, he has 
determined to assume the debt of about 
£8,000,000 created in 1896. This con- 
sists of bonds bearing 5 per cent. No 
one knows much about them, why they 
were issued, fcow they were disposed 
of or who (holds them now. It is realiz- 
ed that they will go to par as soon aa 
the guarantee of the United States be- 
comes effective, but df Spain gets no 
benefit from that advance this country 
is not to blame. It is believed that 
the Senate will ratify a treaty with a 
provision assuming such debt. In Ad- 
ministration circles it is thought that 
the revenues of the Philippines will 
eriable the Government to meet the in- 
terest and principal of the bonds with- 
out burdening the United States pro- 
per. 


One of the first things to be done may 


be the refunding of these bonds in a 
security bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest. That may be one of the condi- 
tions which will offset the advance in 
value. Administration officials don't 
know the exact Philippine debt. The 
Conuniasioners are making inquiries 
about it at Paris. It Is declared in 
Wellington, however, that the United 
States will oot assume anything but 
this issue of 140,000.000.

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LIMIT OF MILITARY 
POWER. 


Owing to the difficult} of securing 


premises tor militan encampments, 
near *^« 'city, the question is discuss- 
ed, "What is the power of the milKary 
anUxorities in taking and occupying 
land? The impression p^ails that in 
a state of war, they may act in an 
arbitrary manner on the theory (hat 
the civil Jaw is suspended 
This im- 


pression is not eorm-t 


The Constitution of the United States 


provides (and it is well to reler to it 
frequently) that "no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law"—"nor 
shall private property be taken for pub- 
lic use without just compensation." 


There are no exceptions made to 


diese sweeping provisions. .They stand 
vital and effective in war and peace. 


The power of the military authori- 


ties to take and occupy land in the 
•case of actual combat upon or near the 
la*d occupied, or ill tne case of an 
-enemy being in the neighborhood, 
entirely distinct from the case when 
there are no pending hostihtes. When 
the Immediate safety of the country 
demands it, the military authorities 
occupy land as a supreme necessity. 
Gen. Meade's forces at Gettysburgh oc- 
cupied and destroyed wheat fields, 
without asking permission of 
the 


-owners. The force of the civil laws was 
arrested, though not suspended in that 


The moment the absolute neces- 


sity ceased, the civil law operated, and 
•was respected. Damage done to crops 
and land was paid for in due time. 


The Anglo-Saxon race makes the 


civil tew supreme. It refuses to dele- 
gate to the soldier any power whatso- 
ever, beyond that requited to meet and 
avoid impending danger. During the 
Civil war, at a time when over a mil- 
lion, of armed men were in the field, 


conflicts of arms took place daily 


in some part of the national territory, 
the military power tried and condemn- 
ed to death by court martial, a person 
in Indiana, who was engaged in a con- 
spiracy to overthrow the government, 
bat the offense was not committed in 
the region where war aetuallx prevail- 
ed, and the civil courts were in ses- 
sion. The Supreme Court of the United 


in reviewing the judgment, 


through habeas corpus proceedings, 
leM that the civil law could only be 
•suspended when there was actual and 
present peril, and the suspension could 
only be made In the actual locality 
when there was a conflict, or imminent 
danger of a conflict of arms. 


The military authorities here are 


•well informed of the situation. As 
there is no territory near the town, 
belonging to the government that is 
saitabte for a large encampment, it 
is necessary for them to occupy private 
lands. No purchase of land can be 
made -without authority from Washing- 
ton. We understand that it has been 
reported to the government that, now 


annexation is accomplished, the 


people here are quKe willing to put the 
knife into the government, by asking 
enormous prices for land 
Wherever 


the government obtains land 
from 


•private owners, it is the custom of the 
conntry to ma&e it pay ' three prices." 
The Hawaiian baby has cut. its eje- 
teeth, and understands business 


Igious instruction, had much faith in 
.his superstitious power. As killing by 
anaana was not forbidden by statute, 
he cunning natives engaged a Kahuna 
to act in their behalf, and place Mr. j 
Whitney where he would cease from j 
roubling. The Kahuna, having made 
his contract for compensation depend- 
nt upon the death of the editor, pro- 
ceeded to gather the usual articles for 
this solemn ceremony, one of them, 
and of the utmost importance, being 
some substance from Mr. Whitney's 
person, such as a hair or finger nail. 
AT. \vhitney does not know how the 
article was obtained, and at no time did 
he suspect the. Postmaster Kalakaua 
or his chief clerk of having secretly 
abstracted it from his person and fur- 
nished it for this horrid purpose. 


In front of this building*, now used 


'or law offices, there was a fence, and 
a gate that was locked at night. The 
Kahuna approached the place at night. 
He carried in his arms the white pig 
that is a very important part of the 
ceremonial. Finding the gate" locked, 
he leaned over the fence, and deposited 
the pig, whose feet were securely tied, 
on the stone steps within the gate. 


Having made the most suitable dis- 


position of his tangible machinery for 
affecting spiritual murder, the Kahuna, 
at midnight began his incantations in 


weird and minor key. His voice 


could be heard at the distance of a 
few feet only. Towards morning, his 
language and voice became more fervid 
The white pig, an involuntary 'assist- 


ant, 
gave a grunt from time to time. 


As the daylight broke, the Kahuna 
discharged at the building a series of 
heathenish imprecations and retired 
leaving the helpless pig on the stone 
steps. 


Mr. Whitney opened his office as 


usual tue nert morning. Noticing tie 
white pig, he inquired into the cause 
of its being placed before his door and 
was confidentially informed by a native 
friend that the boat men were engaged 
in killing him, by the anaana process 
Mr. Whitney at once directed that the 
pig should be taken to the wharf, and 
thrown into the harbor,, as his signal of 
defiance. It was done. The native boat 
men were utterly surprised at the out- 
come of their scheme. The Kahuna in 
his official report on the failure to kill 
the editor, laid the blame on the gods 
and spirits who in the most cowardly 
manner refused to tackle the haole 
(white man).

Harold Frederic, the author of the 
ell known novel, "The Damnation oJC 


Theron Ware," and of other excellent 


ovels, recently died in London. He 
ad been for sixteen years the corre- 
pondent of the New York Time*. Hie 
etters to that Journal, telegraphed iUj; 


every Saturday night, and appear- 


ng in the Sunday morning paper, were 
read by the educated Aen, In the pro- 
esslons ana In business with close at- 
ention. 


Several persons, competent to pass 


udgment on Frederic's -writings, be- 
ause of <the acknowledged merit of 
heir own writing, (have said that Mr. 
jVederic was one of the masters of 
English style, and that in clearness, 
n force, and expression he stood 
mong tne Tew. 
For this reason, we ask those who 
re now in their studies and are per- 
lexed about the countless problems of 
ife, to fix in their minds the literary 
ulture of this man, 
He was not a graduate of any great 


university. He was graduated by the 
University of Thought and Purpose 
that has no charter or location, but 
xists in every man's brain. 
His father was a railroad brake- 


man, 
who was killed by an accident 


when Harold was two years of age. 
The boy hated study, and gave himself 
up to boyish sports. He was not sub- 
eoted to that miserable dwarfing pro- 
ess which so many good but misguid- 
d parents apply to their children by 
orcing them into studies too early in 
ife. 
As he had to support himself, 


sold newspapers and drove a milk 


wagon, out of school hours, and in the 
early morning. At fourteen years of 
age, 
he learned to set type. Then he 


became a reporter, editor and politici- 
an, who held the Democratic faith. He 
accepted, sixteen years ago, the post 
of London correspondent of the New 
York Times. 


How w^s it, young friends, that this 


son of a brakeman, this young man 
who had no "advantages,"—how was 
t that he, at the time of his death in 
his forty second year, could use the 
English language with scholarly pre- 
ilsdora, and with uncommon for.ee, 
while thousands of the graduates of 
Yale and Harvard and Princeton, and 
he other colleges, with all the advan- 
ages that wealth can give, failed to 
make themselves his equal? It will be 
said, he had "genius." He did have 
native power. It counted for much. 
But he said, and those who knew him 
said, his success was mainly due to 
nflnite work. Many of these gradu- 
ates of the universities were like jew- 
'lled watches—perfect and equipped in 
all tnings, excepting' in the lack of 
mainspring. Persistent work was the 
mainspring of this man's mental ma- 
finery. He said to some of us, who 
met him in the lobby at Albany, years 
ago that few men did as much "dead 
work" as he. The dead work of the 
gold miners, who blast out, and carry 
way a large amount of rock that eon- 
ains no gold, but stands in front of 
he paying ore is like what he meant. 
While thousands of young news- 


paper men were hungering for his con- 
picuous position, as a correspondent, 
hardly one of them cared to give, in 
order to obtain it, the days and years 
of incessant toil in making himself a 
master in tie use of our language, and 


the broad study of the principles 


hat underlie social and political life. 
This man's life seems to lessen the 


ralue of a liberal education. It does 
not. 
It does show, however, that in- 


elllgent labor and persistent study, 
may enable the poor boy—even the 
child of the brakeman—to confront the 


double firsts" of Oxford,

Doctor of Law of the universities of

The project of securing Philippine 
aborers for our plantations is one of 
the most serious we have. There are 
bout 8,000,000 of people on those Isl- 
nds. Many of them are savages. 
jVhether or not they are industrious 
avages, we do not know. Many of 
hese people, it is fair to presume, are 
willing to emigrate to these Islands. 


;ut of the millions of the total popu- 
allon, the number required for these 
Islands will not be a drop in the 
bucket. The rate of wages paid to 
auorers here is largely in advance of 
•ages paid to the Philippine laborers. 
The inducements to emigrate are ex- 
.ellent. 


Wall they be permitted to emigrate? 
If the United States "control" the 
•hilippines, either by annexation, a 
jrotectorate, or otherwise, it will be 
•ery difficult to put the movements of 
he people under any restraint. Once 
under the Flag, and protected by it, 
t will be difficult, under our form of 
government, to stop their movements 
n any direction. Only the most des- 
potic of governments will dare to say 
o the people it protects, "you must 
ive in a certain place, and if you move 
.way from it, you will be punished." 
Russia would hardly do that. America 
cannot. 


It may be safe, therefore, to assume 
hat the "control" of the Philippines 
iy our nation, will remove any bar- 
riers against Philippine immigration 


How desirable the laborers from 
hose Islands may be, is not positively 
known. The large exports from there 
ndicate an industrious element. 


Whether this community should en- 
oiirage an immigration, ."Which is de- 
idedly not in the interests of civiliza- 
ion, is another question. Business in- 
erests will kick out of sight any peti- 
tioners on behalf of civilization. The 
ugar interests will not pay much at- 
ention to the morals of Sunday 
chools, in dealing with it. The "Cen- 
ral Union," by the force of circum- 
stances, will consent to filling the Isl- 
nds with Philippine heathen, if the 
ugar-god demands it. 
The disposition of the Philippine Isl- 
uds, therefore, may have a far reach- 
ng effect on the future of these Islands. 
Congress will be confronted with this 
.ovel result of the doctrine of expan- 
sion: that it may strike a fatal Wow 
at the sugar beet and cane industry of 
he mainland. This industry will cry 
>ut in the halls of Congress, "so you 
iropose to sacrifice the prosperity of 
American citizens to Spanish West In- 
dian niggers, and the heathen Filli- 
inos7" 
And Congress may do some queer 


work 


THE CUBAN DEBT. 


The Spanish Commissioners insist 


on the guarantee of the Spanish-Cuban 
debt by the United Stated The amount i 
of it te now over $500.000,000. The 
imerican Commissioners reply that the 
United States doee not, and will not, 
own Cuba, and therefore cannot toe 
morally held for that debt.. 


It IB quite probaible that this will 


happen. After the terms ot peace are 
igned, and Cuba ban become, nominal- 
y an independent country, the French 
and German (holders ot the Spaniah- 
Cuban bonds •will demand that Cuba 
acknowledge her obligation to pay 
hem. 
The demand will be made 


hrough the French and German Gov- 
ernments upon Cuba, and not upon the 
United States. If Cuba refuses, or the 
United States advise her to refuse, the 
French and Germans will propose arbi- 
tration as to the liability of Cuba. 
The United States will be bound to 
advise and accept arbitration. Arbi- 
tration means that Cuba will be ad- 
iudged to pay the debt. 


It may be urged that this would be 


Inequitable, because Cuba has no bene- 
fit from the loans. The reply to that 
will he in the invariable course of de- 
cisions by tae Supreme Court, of the 
United States, that a State or munici- 
pality must pay all indebtedness con- 
tracted by those who had the lawful 
power to do so, even if the money 
raised by the loans was squandered, 
misspent or stolen. 


The United States may refuse to ar- 


bitrate with Spain on the matter, but 
it will not refuse to arbitrate with 
France. To refuse to arbitrate would 
be to admit that we are afraid of our

One of the very unpleasant recollec- 


tions of educated Americans, living in 
the Northern States, during the hist 
forty years, is the high squeaky voices 
of the men, and especially of the wo- 
men. They were harsh, raspy, and 
disagreeable. 


The cultivation of the voice in con- 


versation, was regarded by the Puri- 
tans, as an invention of the Evil One, 
and a temptation to a worldly life, 
'iiieir successors adopted these views, 
until liberal education, and travel, and 
especially the association with people 
of other nations, taught them the 
pleasure and refinement of the proper 
use of the voice. The rapid spread of 
musical education changed also the 
prevalent notions and habits. 
The 


clear, distinct, and well modulated 
tones of educated English women was 
an object lesson. The bright Ameri- 
can women, became conscious of their 
deficiencies in this respect* What the 
vulgar called an imitation of the full 
clear distinct tones of the English 
women, was only an unconscious re- 
cognition of the true art of speaking. 


Then came the women from the 


Southern States, with their soft musi- 
cal voices, to shame the Northern wo- 
men out of their raspy talk. 


The improvement in the use of the 


voice has been singularly rapid during 
the last ten years, but one has only to 
sit in a railway car and listen to the 
average talk on a high pitch of the 
traveling women to know that there 
is need of much Instruction and prac- 
tice yet. 


A writer on the subject recently said 


that "speech is vocal music enunciated 
into words and syllables," and "the 
training of the voice in song and 
speech is identical." 


It is a just criticism on the white 


population, especially the Americans, 
of these Islands that they deteriorate 
In the use of their voices here. It is 
said that this is due to the develop- 
ment of nervous diseases, for which 
the climate Is responsible. The truth 
is, probably, that It is due to commer- 
cial interests, so far as men are con- 
cerned, which have prevented much at- 
tenlon being paid to the subject. In 
the case of the women it may be due 
to the wholly unneccesary physical de- 
terioration in a warm climate.

Discussion on Bonds and the Big 


Debt-One Proposal Supported 


By Press of Paris. 


•PARIS, Oct. 29.—While the Spanish 


and American Peace Commissioners 
now stand upon the threshold of the 
?hllippine question, it seems probable 
hat the United States will take over 
the entire archipelago. 


In 1897 Spain issued, by royal decree, 


bonds in the sum of ?40,OOQ,000, to 
which, were pledged the revenues' of 
the Philippines, and to which the Span- 
ish national guarantee was added. 
From these $40,000,00 of obligations 
Spain realized $36,000,000 in cash. 
These $40,000,000 represent the Philip- 
pine debt, which is entirely outside of 
the debt of the $500,000,000 of the so- 
called Philippine and Spanish debt. 


Should the United States absorb the 


Philippines, none but officials yet know 


ethe^ they would assume a part or 


all of tills debt or more than the Phil- 
ippine debt. The Americans have de- 
clined to assume any of the Cuban debl 
because Cuba is not theirs; but in de- 
posing Spain in the Philippines the 
Americans acquire the territory, and it 
is believed there will be some financla' 
assumption by the United 
States 


Some well informed persons believe 
that Premier Sagasta has determined 
to be rid of the Philippines and would 
direct his commission to sign a treaty 
by which the United States should take 
the islands and assume the $40,000,000 
of debt. 


This proposition finds support in the 


Parisian press, which today declares 
that resistance is impossible and tha 
Spain should abandon the archipelago 
Spaniards now in Paris declare the 
Philippines are a drag, and assert tha 
Spain would lift a cry of joy to be re 
lieved of them if the terrific debt pres 
sure should be thus lessened. On the 
other hand Spaniards at home are 
clamoring that

turning fulfill the highest duty.

RESULTS FROM THE SCHOOL 


AwUcatton of Practical Ideu-Educatloi 


Unei for New National Conditions. 
/ 
lUrt Work.

The Republic now seems on the eve 


of a momentous new departure, in the 
adoption of a colonial policy that will 
perhaps involve several millions of 
people who, through 
four hundred 


years, have been lying under the moat 
intolerable combination of civil and 
religious despotism in Christendom. In 
this emergency, oar American system 
of Universal Education comes to the 
front as the supreme agency in the 
formation of the new Republican Am- 
erican,/fes distinguished from the old 
European imperial, colonial policy. The 
supreme and final test of any system 
ofveducation is what it can do to lift 
up 'the lower orders of mankind; the 
savage, barbarous and oppressed pop- 
ulation, ol the world, in range of the 
blessings of a Christian civilization. 
It is an amazing lact that in the dis- 
cussion now going on, regarding this 
great providential movement, its op- 
ponents seem absolutely insensible to 
the possibility of any colonial policy 
save what they style "Imperialism," 
meaning, we suppose, this, that the 
only possible way to •govern col- 
onies inhabited *y 
a 
population 
only 'partially introduced to civiliza- 
tion is the old European, which is still 
largely the pagan Roman, system. One 
would think that they lhad never 
heard of the fact that, within the past 
century the United States has 'been at 
work on a wholesale departure in h<u» 
mwot affairs. In the public manage- 
ment of Religion, of Education, of 
Labor, of Society and Government, it 
has broken every •European precedent, 
and in defiance of the pessimistic pro- 
phesies of the high authorities, built 


—the girls under a discipline asistrtng- 
eat aa their brothers. 'Every pupil was 
compelled to learn some useful art'of 
manual labor, which would 'be a de- 
fense against 'becoming a burden to so- 
ciety; beside having the 'best training 
in all the Industrial and several of the 
essential personal, mental, social and 
public virtues. No pupil was to be 
helped as long as he was able, by the 
full exercise of his faculties, to ihelp 
himself. The schooling was all in the 
English language, and fairly repre- 
sented the graded eastern of public in- 
struction; with suitable adaptation to 
the pupils. His teachers, with few ex- 
ceptions, were white men and women, 
industrial experts, or •graduates from 
the best institutions of the country; 
and the teaching force had always been 
equal to the highest, most cultured and 
socially accomplished faculty in any 
American academical school. The" girls 
were trained in practical housekeep- 
ing; not of the plantation tut of the 
superior modern type. At the center 
of the institution he established a 
thorough Normal school, with a great 
practice department for teachers and, 
incidentally, an arrangement for train- 
ing ministers. He placed the institu- 
tion in vital connection with, though 
not subject to, the State of Virginia; 
which subsidized It for the industrial 
training by $10,000 a year. The Pea- 
body and Slater Educational Funds 
and, at first, the Freedmen's Bureau 
and the American Missionary Associa- 
tion did likewise. By and 'by, the Na- 
tional Government co-operated and 
paid the expense of training a hundred 
Indian youth for leadership of their 
own race. As the school grew in num- 
bers and the policy developed, the Am- 
erican people North and South, and 
friends from abroad came to its relief. 
It <was seen at once to be a master 
stroke of educational, Industrial, social 
and religious organization; a true uni- 
versity of Christian civilization; for 
the training of the superior class of 
colored youth for practical leadership 
of their race towards their high calling 
of sovereign American citizenship. 


Gen. Armstrong, like his own great 
schoolmaster. Dr. Hopkins, of Williams 
College, Massachusetts, only taught his 
senior class in what was called "men- 
tal and moral philosophy"^ but was, 
really, the science of Christian man- 
hood. But his great work, like thai 
of Horace Mann and Henry Barnard 
before him, was a (Ministry of Educa- 
tion; showing the people of the United 
States how in. one school of work to 
lift up the children and youth to se'f- 
supporting, self-directed and self-con- 
trolled citizenship in - a republican 
state. For years, along with Dr. Sears 
and Dr. Curry, of the tPeabody fund, he 
was the only *nan to whom the people 
of 'both sections and races, all political 
parties and church and classes listened

and public capacity. Every one who 
•will, must know that, without ithe 
great system of common schooling in- 
augurated by the South, In co-opera- 
tion with the North and the nation, at 
the close of the war, conferring of full 
American citizenship upon the five mil- 
lions of freedmen would have been, not 
only the most stupendous blunder, but 
a crime imperilling the vefy social ex- 
istence 'of the South and the Nation. 
It was the New England colonial com- 
mon school that educated the major- 
ity of Washington's army which won 
American independence; and the sev- 
enty-fire years of education of 
tie 


North that saved the Union in 1860-65, 
and during the past thirty years, a 
type of American school has been 


wore (himself out in middle life, 
the gdod soldier he was, and asked and 
received a soldier's funeral. HB was 
not literary; but his reports and ad- 
dresses read like military orders from 
the headquarters of a Commander-in- 
chief in a New Departure in th« edu- 
cation of mankind. 
His Hampton School is now confes- 


sedly ahead of any institution in the 
world organized for the educating 
Christianizing, civilizing and general 
uplifting of .the people who still re- 
main, under different names, a ma- 
jority of the inm&n raca It is sup- 
ported largely by the •free gifts of the 
people; but deserves a great endow- 
ment beyond any in the country. Al- 
ready has tills great expsriment borne 
fruit. He educated Mr. Booker T 
Washington, 
the first educations: 
statesman yet produced by the colorec 
race; who lias taken one step beyom 
his master, in proving that a similar 
school can be taught and managed en- 
tirely by a corps of colored teachers 
and industrial experts, with similar re- 
lations to the State of Alabama as 
Hampton to Virginia.' Within the past 
twenty years every Southern State has 
followed this pattern, and each of -them 
bjas now one or more great schools of 
this kind; open to both sexes, free 
witb the same blending of moral, in- 
dustrial, mental, social and civic 
training for superior colored youth 


growing up which, today, offers to the, More than that, beginning with Missis- 
nation the «noat complete instrumen-1 -'—' "— '' "-— *"-"~ v 
tality ever fadhioned •by man for the 
training of the classes of people that, 
under various names, are still the ma- 
jority of the world's population. 
The one man of great genius in ed- 


ucation developed by the Civil War 
was Gen. S. C. Armstrong, who will be 
named in history with Lincoln and 
Grant and scores of the fathers of the 
new reconstructed Republic. He was 
born in Hawaii, educated in Massachu- 
setts and served as a soldier and edu- 
cational worker during the war. At 
its close, he established at Hampton, 
Virginia, in sight of the beach strick- 
en by the prow of the first Dutch Slave 
ship, the Hampton Industrial and Nor- 
mal College, which Is the last and most 
characteristic new departure in Amer- 
ican education and in the true method 
of Christian missionary work for the 
lower orders of men, who are even 
cow the majority of the world's pop- 
ulation. As the son of a -missionary, 
in these Islands he toad noted the prac- 
tical failure of the old-time method of 


sippfr five of these States have now or 
gantted a free normal and industrial 
college for white girls on tie 
same 
principle as Hampton. AH the great 
denominational schools for the col- 
ored face, styled collages and univer- 
sities; while retaining their depart- 
ment of the higher and professions 
education for such as need it in al 
other respects, notably in their indus- 
trial and normai grades, are being con- 
formed to the same standard. 
Now that the nation seems to be 


called by Providence -to enter upon a 
final new departure for the civilizing 
and uplifting of several millions of the 
humbler children of this world, whom 
in the islands of the two great oceans 
it has emancipated from the bonds o 
civil and ecclesiastical despotism; it 
may go forth armed with titils last im- 
plement of American civilization, the 
normal and Industrial school of Gen 
Armstrong, one of th* mo«t notab'e 
timely and far-reaching contributions 
to the cause of a Christian civilization 
yet given to the world.
